TERMS OF SHERMAN LAW 
ARE CLEARLY DEFINED 


Interlocking ~ Directorates 
Forbidden—One Measure 
Designed to Stop “Cut 
Throat”. Competition. 


Washington, Janiary 22.—Four of 
the proposed bills to supplement the 
Sherman anti-trust act, suggested by 
President Wilson in his recent message 
to congress, were made public tonight, 
one of them, the measure to create an 
interstate trade commission, having 
been introduced during the day in the 
house by Representative Clayton, chair- 
man of the judiciary committee. 

Three other measures prepared by the 
house judiciary subcommittee for sub- 
mission and consideration by the full 
committee were given to the public 
in accordance with the president’s pro- 

gram of publicity. 
Thite Bills Coming Today. 

The three bills to be introduced to- 
morrow embrace the following sub- 
“jects: 

Prohibition of interlocking director- 
ates of industrial corporations, ralil- 
roads, banking or trust companies, to 
be effective two years after approval. 

Definition of the terms of the Sher- 
man anti-trust act, to specifically in- 
clude within the meaning of ‘“‘conspir- 
acy in restraint of trade’’ every con- 
tract, combination in the form of a 
trust or otherwise within the meaning 
of the word “monopolize” certain defi- 
nite offenses, all of which would be 
prohibited, and fixing guilt upon indi- 
viduals. 3 

A trade relations measure designed 
to prohibit “cut throat” competition 
through price discriminations, dis- 
counts, rebates, territorial restrictiohs, 
etc., and giving to individuals injured 
by reason of anything forbidden in the 
Sherman act the right to bring suits in 
equity against corporations against 
which decrees have been obtained by 
the government. 

Trade Commission Measure. 

Chairman Clayton announced that a 
fourth projected measure, which would 
provide for government regulation of 
railroad securities, had not been drafted 
and would be taken up by the house 
and senate interstate commerce com- 
mittees. 

Following a conference between At- 
torney General McReynolds, Senator 
Newlands, of the interstate’ commerce 
committee; Representative Clayton, 
chairman, and other members vf the 
judiciary subcommittee, Mr. Clayton 
sivbmitted the trade commission meas- 
ure to the house, and it was re- 
ferred to the interstate and ‘fvreign 
commerce committee. An effort iby 
Senator New'snds to introduce the Dill 
simultaneously in the senate failed, 
owing to debate on the Alaska rail- 
road bill. 
ever.” ' 

President Wilson experts action by 
congress during the present session 
on all bills being prepared by congres- 
sional committees to deal with the 
trust question. He told callers today 
that he rewarded the group of bills as 
reasonably homogeneous and that he 
@xpects prompt action. 

The president reiterated his desire 
that business men should be given a 
full opportunity in public hearings to 
express their views and to criticise. 

Past Stock Issues Not Involved. 

While the president recommended in 
his message supervision by the inter- 
state commerce commission of the is- 
suance of railroad securities, he took 
occasion today to emphasize that this 
adid not inean necessarily that past is- 
sues would be inquired into or affected 
by the present legislation. Nor did the 
president conisder that the regulation 
of railway securities has anything to 
do with regulating stock exchanges. 
Legislation on this subject, he explain- 
ed, was not recommended in the demo- 
cratic platform, and he did not feel 
that he should recommend anything 
not included in the platform. 

The commission proposed by the bill 
introduced today would absorb the bu- 
reau of corporations, would consist of 
five members, salaried at $10,006, and 
would have powers of inquisition over 
all corporations, save common carriers, 
which are regulated by the interstate 
commerce commission: Its most im- 
portant function is designed to assist 
business and the government in pre- 
venting violations of the Sherman acf; 
in aiding the attorney general to ter- 
minate alleged unlawful conditions by 
agreements. In this capacity the com- 
mission. would serve, in accordance 
with the. suggestion of the president 
in his message, as the business agent 
of the “constitution of peace.” 

Authority of the Commission. 

in clothing the commission with au- 
thority to be of sarvice in forestalling 
conditions that might necessitate pros- 
ecution, the bill prescribes that it shall. 
upon the request of the attorney gen- 
eral or any corporation that may be 
affected. or upon its own initiative, 
investigate tor the purpose of ascer- 
taining whether there is anything 
which violates the Sherman act. In 
case violation is found to exist, the 
bill provides that the commission shall 
report to the attorney general “in or- 
der that said corporation may there- 
after comply with the terms of said 
ac ‘fe

In the section of the measure provid- 
ing for publicity of conditions sur- 
rounding business corporations, despite 
the fact that there has been agitation 
against immunity to individuals who 
might testify in inquiries conducted by 
the commission, immunity is granted 
to individuals, except for perjury. 
There is no immunity to corporations. 

In detail the bill sets forth that the 
commission shall require all cerpora- 
tions engaged in interstate and foreign 
business-except common carriers, from 
time to time to furnish to the com-

WILSON MAY LOSE 


CALIFORNIA FARM 


President’s Title to 86 Acres 
of Land Disputed—Mrs. 
Wilson Bought Land From 
Sister and Gave It to Him. 


Los Angeles, Cal., January 22.— 
Righty acres of date :and in the Coa- 
chella valley, in southern California, 
deeded to President Wilson by his wife, 
into contest today in a 
complicated proceeding before the reg- 
istrar and receiver of the United States 
land office here. Two persons claim 
the land—the president of the United 
States and Homer L. Gorrard, a date 
planter—and three entries were filed 
on it. 

The contest was brought by John 
T. King, a rancher, who sold the land 
to Mrs. Margaret Axson Elliott, sister 
of Mrs. Wilson and wife of Edward 
Elliott, former dean of Princeton uni- 
versity, now resident of Berkeley, Cal. 
Mrs. Elliott sold the property to Mrs. 
Wilson and the president’s wife in 
turk deeded it to the president. 

King brought the contest, which 
hinges on faulty publication of a no- 
tice of filing, because as the seller of 
the land, he guaranteed title. 

Conspiracy Is Charged. 

King aileges that a consipracy to 
commit fraud was carried out by Mrs. 
Maud Compton Hensie, of Los Angeles, 
and her brother, John L. Compton, edl- 
tor of a newspaper in the Coachella 
valley. One of his cntef exhibits is a 
deed naming President Wilson as the 
present owner of the land. If King’s 
contest is successful, the president will 
remain owner, but an adverse decision 
will turn the land over to Homer L. 
Gorrard, athletic director of the Los 
Angeles high school, who paid Mrs. 
Hensie $500 cash and gave her a note 
for $350 for her relinquishment of claim. 

The land—an .80-acre tract—lies in 
the region of the Salton Sea and -ts 
150 feet below ocean level. Originally 
King filed on it with state lieu land 
scrip. According to his statement, Mrs. 
Axson Elliott, the president's sister-in- 
law, visited the valley to investigate its 
date-growing possibilities and he sold 
her sixty acres. This she subsequently 
turned over to Mrs. Wilson, who deeded 
it to her husband. 

A Badly Mixed Case. 

In the meantime King published no- 
tice of location and filing of claim, ac- 
cording to claim in The Coachella Val- 
ley News. -The government land office 
found a typographical error in the legal 
notice and ordered a republication. In 
his pleading King alleges that Comp- 
ton, an owner of The News, failed to 
make republication, and in the interim 
advised his sister to file a homestead 
entry on the land.. Compton testified 
today, however, that he was not editor 
of The News, which is at Indio, but of 


Thormal. 

Before Mrs. Hensie filed her home- 
stead claim the government had for- 
feited King’s claim. King teclares he 
did not know this until Mrs. Hensie 
took possessoon. While he was pre- 
paring acontest he alleges Mrs. Hensie 
relinquished her homestead claim’ to 
Homer L. Gorrard, who supplanted it 
with 2 desert land entry. 

“The contest may not be decided for 
a day or two. 

The records of the land transaction 
show interesting features. Gorrard 
paid Mrs. Hensie $850 for her relin- 
quishment. For the outright and sup- 
posedly final title to the land Mrs. 
Margaret Axson Elliott paid King 
$1,900. She immediately sold the sixty 
acrés to Mrs. Woodrow Wilson for 
$3,000.

That Is the Charge Made 
Against Ten Former Of- 
ficials of Frisco in Suit to 
Recover Money.

Receivers of Frisco Allege 
Yoakum and _ Associates 
Grew Rich by Deals While 
the Road Grew Poorer. 


St. Louis, January 22.—Suit to recov- 
er more than fourteen million dollars 
was filed in the United States district 
court here today against ten men who 
were directors of the St. Louis and San 
Francisco railroad in 1910. 

The suit was filed by attorneys repre- 
senting the receivers and the action 
was brought in accordance with recent 
instruction of Walter H. Sanborn, cir- 
cult judge, before whom the receiver- 
ship -proceedings were brought last 
May. : 

The Men Named in Suit. 

The ten men named in the suit are 
B. F. Yoakum, chairman of the Fris- 
co directorate at the time of the re- 
ceivership. 

James Campbell, president 
North American company, 
brought the receivership suit. 

William K. Bixby, now a receiver of 
the Wabash. 

C. W. Hillard, former vice president 
of the Frisco.

The petition says that the mgn were 
directors of the Frisco from December 
1, 1909, to June 1, 1910, and that with- 
in that time the St. Louis, Brownsville 
and Mexico railroad was sold to the 
Frisco. Details of the deal were dis- 
closed during the recént interstate 
ecommerce commission investigation of 
the Frisco receivership. 

814,000,000 for Nothing. 

The petition charges that the defend- 
‘ants unlawfully, carelessly and negii- 
gently caused the Frisco to pay out 
$14,408,921 without receiving anything 
of value in exchange and that without 
lawful authority they caused a large 
debt to be created against the Frisco 
company. 

The sale of the Brownsville by the 
syndicate that promoted it to the Fris- 
co is declared in the suit to have been 
void, as the purchase was beyond the 
corporate power of the Frisco. Neither 
the Frisco directors nor those acting 
under them, it is declared, were em- 
powered to make any payment from 
Frisco funds in the discharge of any 
presumed obligation incurred in con- 
nection with the Brownsville deal. 

The interstate commerce commission 
heard evidence that men high in the 
councils of the Frisco were members of 
the Brownsville syndicate. 

The receivers in their petition ask 
that the court order an accounting of 
all losses and damages resulting to the 
Frisco by the alleged misconduct of di- 
rectors and that judgment be given for 
the entire purchase price of the 
Brownsville, with interest. 

The receivers charge that the Frisco 
directors so modified the Brownsville 
purchase contracts as to pay part cash 
to the St. Louis Union Trust company, 
for the stocks and bonds of the Browns- 
ville, instead of paying with Browns- 
ville bonds as originally agreed. 

Acted as Huyers and Sellers. 

Of the $14,408,921 for which the re- 
ceivers filed suit, $1,309,494 is’ for the 
deficit in Brownsville earnings paid by 
the Frisco and $13,099,427 is for the 
sum ‘the receivers claim was paid to 
the St. Louis Union Trust company, as 
manager for the Brownsville syndi- 
cate. 

The ° receivers charge that Mr. 

Yoakum, Mr. West and Mr. Campbell 
acted both as buyers and sellers in the 
Brownsville deal to their § individual 
profit and in disregard of the rights 
of the Frisco stockholders. 
' Mr. West was elected director of the 
Frisco after the Brownsville purchase 
was authorized, but it is charged that 
he thereafter acquiesced in and author- 
ized the payment of Frisco money in 
the deal. 

Prior to the adoption of the Browns- 
ville purchase resolution by the dlrec- 
tors, it is charged, no meeting of 
Frisco stockholdérs was called. The 
Brownsville purchase is void, it is 
claimed, ‘because the written consent 
of the majority of the stock to the pur- 
chase had not been filed with the Mis- 
souri secretary of state, as the laws of 
the state require. 

The petition outlines the deal of the 
Friseo with the New Orleans, Texas 
and Mexico railroad, 2 subsidiary. This 
road, it is stated, now constitutes a 
$26,000,000 liability against the Frisco, 
for the parent system acdivanced to the 
New Orleans road such cash and secur- 
ities that on May 17, 1910, the New 
Orleans was indebted $26,000,000 to the 
Frisco. The raceivers say that, in their 
judgment, the New Orleans road then 
was, and now is, insolvent. 

Alleged Juggling of Securities. 

‘ Securities have been so transferred, 
the receivers say, that a lien has been 
created against the stock, bonds and 
securities of the Brownsville in favor 
of the holders of the ’Frisco bonds that 
are secured by the mortgage on the 
New Orleans line. For this reason, the 
receivers claim, it is impossible for 
them to recover the Brownsville _ se- 
curities and as the New Orleans line 
is insolvent, it is impossible for the 
'Frisco receivers to compel the New 
Orleans company to account for the 
Brownsville securities. 

The payments of the Frisco to the St. 
Louis Union Trust company, on account 
of the, Brownswille deal, are set forth 
in round rumbers as follows:

Department of Justice to 
Continue Probe of Federal 
Prison—Ladow May Lose 
Place.

Washington, January 22.—(Special.) 
A complete change in the situation af- 
fecting the Atlanta ‘penitentiary re- 
sulted from a two hours’ conference 
today between Attorney General Mc- 
Reynolds and Representative William 
Schley Howard at the department of 
justice. 

As a result of this conference, Mr. 
Howard has decided not te introduce 
his resolution of investigation, but 
will 
in a more careful 
will make at once. 

Mr. MoReynolds has learned from 
some quarter information refidcting 
upon the value of the official report 
made by Dr. A. J. McKelway, who 
spent several days upon an inquiry 
into prison affairs. That report was 
returned to the author today for some 
revisions, and has not been made pub- 
lic. It Is reported that little value is 
attached to that report now by the at- 
torney general. 

“The attorney general has not stop- 
ped in his investigation. He is go- 
ing thoroughly into every phase of 
the prison system,” said Mr. Howard. 

Rumors today indicate that Super- 
intendent R. V. Ladow, of the federal 
prison, will be removed by the de- 
partment of justice, and that Attorney 
General McReynolds has selected a 
man for his place. It is thought also 
that other changes may take place at 
the prison, including the removal of 
Warden William H. Moyer. 

As to the plans of the attorney gen- 
eral and the reason for the going of 
Ladow, nothing can be learned. It ie 
said, however, that Attorney General 
MoReynolds has f @ successor tao. 
Ladow whom he cansiders well versed 
in criminology.

“You have thanked me beautifully, 
but what do I get out of it,”. are the 
words credited by Mr. Barnes to Judge 
Speer, following an interview in which 
Mr. Barnes had expressed gratitude at- 
being allowed a liberal custodian’s fee 
in a bankruptcy case. 

Loeal interest in the congressional 
investigation was largely stimulated 
today, and at the afternoon session the 
courtroom was packed, while many 
were turned back by the locked doors 
that blocked the entry of late comers.

This after- 
noon scores of feminine members of 
Macon society were in attendance. 

Judge Speer was again present at 
the inquiry, constantly advising with 
his attorneys. This afternoon when a 
witness, in addressing the committee.

First Witness Heard. 

R. C. Ellis, of Tifton, Ga. the

Mr. Barnes testified that prior to the 
hearing of the Greene-Gaynor case he 
was advised that the “devil is to pay,” 
that other persons at Savannah were 
implicated in the crime for which 
Greene and Gaynor were to be tried 
and that Judge Speer desired to protect 
them, as they were his personal 
friends.

Macon, Ga., January 22.—(Special.)— 
The disregarding of a signal by Engi- 
neer Worsham, of the Dixte Limited on 
the Central of Georgia, is said to have 
been the cause of a collision between 


Columbia, S. .C., January’. 22.—Gdov- 
ernor Cele L. Blease’s views on negroes 
and their. morals, thorse-trading, mar- 
riagé and a great variety of other sub- 
jects are presented in ‘his latest liter- 
ary effort, ati octavo’ volume of 333 
pages, which he presented today to 
members of the general assembly. It 
is his official explanation of the par- 
dons, paroles and commutations of 
sentence granted dufing the past year, 
Governor Blease has now extended ex- 
ecutive clemency to nearly 1,000 con- 
victs. 

Blease Violently Attacks Negroes. 

The striking feature of the report 
is the bold manner in which he ex- 
presses his opinion of negroes, as being 
“on the order of lower animals.” 

In reporting that he had granted 
“with much pleasure” full pardons to 
three white men convicted of assault 
and battery on two aos Governor 
Blease states that the blacks had been 
engaging in dirty and slanderous talk 
“and a party of white men togk these 
two negroes to the woods and gave 
them what they deserved—a genuine, 
first-class whipping.” These “white 
gentlemen,” the governor says, “did 
exactly right.” 

Calls Negroes a Detriment. 

in telling of a parole granted to Sam 
Gaskins, a negro convicted of man- 
slaughter, Governor Blease saye: “This 
negro, being engaged to a negro girl, 
called to see her, and in fooling with 
a pistol it went off and killed her. It 
seems to have been a very sad acci- 
dent; however, after a second thought, 
possibly it was for the good of human- 
ity, for had they. married no doubt they 
would have brought forth more negroes 
to the future detriment of the state.” 

In explaining why he paroled Nockey 
Colley, John Horn and other men con- 
victed of assaults on negro girls, Gov- 
ernor Blease says the charge is ab- 
surd in his opinion, as he doubts if 


the arime of assault can be committed 
He expatiates on} 


on a negro woman. 
this thought with a frankness unsuit- 
able for newspaper publication. 

“The negro race has absolutely ‘no 
standard of morality,” he declares. 
“They are in that respect a class by 
themselves, as marttal infidelity seems 
to be their most favorite pastime.” . 

In explaining why he paroled J. E. 
Murray, a negro bigamist, Governor 
Blease says “If every negro-in this 
state that is guilty of bigamy or marital 
infidelity is brought up and convicted, 
labor will be much scarcer than it is, 
and many acres that are now culti- 
vated will be idle.”’ 

Negroes Are Likened to Mules. 


Commenting on his actfon fn, com- 
muting the sentence of Stake Norris, 
a negro murderer, from death to life 
imprisonment, the governor says: 

“This defendant was eonvicted of 
killing another negro. I am naturally 
against electrocuting or hanging one 
negro for killing another, »vecause, if a 
man had two fine mules running loose 
in a lot and one went mad and kicked 
and killed the other, he certainly 


would not take his gun and shoot the | 


other mule, but would take that mule 
and work it; therefore, I believe. that 
when ofe negro kilis another be should 
be put in the penitentiary and made 
to work for the state.” 

Governor Blease, in the message, ex- 
presses compassion for individual ne- 
froes who he says have been ill treat- 
ed in the penitentiary and frequently 
gives as a reason for liberating black 
convicts that they are “white men’s 
negroes.” 

In telling of a parole granted to 
Simeon Ellis, a negro murderer, Gov- 
ernor Blease submits letters to the ef- 
fect that the negro was cruelly tor- 
tured by the penitentiary authorities 
for speaking to the governor one day 
without the guard’s permission. ; 


Blease on Foreed Marriages. 


In discussing the parole granted to 
Ernest T. Brewington, a white man, 
convicted of non-support of his wife, 
Governor Blease tells what he would 
have done under similar circumstances. 
He says: 

“It seems that this boy was forci- 
bly made to marry this girl, who most 
probably was not of as good moral 
character as she should have . been, 
and that as soon as the ceremony was 
over and he could get himself free 
and loose he deserted her and declined 
to have anything to do with her.

if the facts as stated are true, be- 
cause, under the law of South Caro- 
lina, where he could not get a divorce, 
I would risk being shot at or risk 
my chances of leaving the state and 
going somewhere else than risk get- 
ting loose after getting married.

Sherman Act Detinitions. 


The Sherman act definitions bill would 
include within the meaning of the terms 
“every centract,” “combination in re- 
straint of trade or commerce,” “combi- 
nation’ in the form of a trust or other- 
wise,” and. the word “monopolize” as 
use in the act, any trade combination 
or agreement which purposes: 

“To create or carry out restrictions 
in trade or to acquire a monopoly in 
any interstate trade, business or com- 
merce. : 

“To limit or reduce the production 
or increase the price of merchandise or 
of any commodity. 

“To prevent compétition in manu- 
facturihbg, making, transporting, sell- 
ing or purchasing of merchandise, pro- 
duce, or any commodity. 

“To make or enter into any arrange- 
ment, or arrive at any understanding 
by which they directly or indirectly 
undertake to prevent free and unre- 
stricted competition among themselves 
or among purchagers.or consumers in 
the sale, production, or transportation 
of any commodity.” 

All such. contracts. would be declar- 
ed unlawful, Shable by fine or im- 
prisonment. ~* 6nhever a corporation 
is found gullty the offense would be 
deemed to be “alsd that of the individ- 
ual directors, officers and agents of 
such corporation,” who would be pun- 
ished equally with the corporation. 


Interlocking Directorate Bill.

Big and little business is not to be baited, 
harried or embarrassed as a result of the 
anti-trust legislation contemplated by the 
administration. 

, That positive assurance is given in con- 
ference between President Wilson and the

Mr. Wilson has assured the leaders in 
both branches of congress that he will tol- 
erate no hasty, half-baked or demagogic 
measures. ° 

His primary desire, he says, is that 
whatever legislation emerges shall be the 
product of exhaustive and fair hearings— 
hearings not conducted behind closed doors, 
but in full publicity. 

It is the president’s plan, also, that every 
interest remotely affected, large and small, 
be given full opportunity to express ap- 
proval or disapproval, protest or indorse- 
ment. 

The policy of the open door is a wise one. 

For one thing, it will hamstring the 
demagogue. 

In all undertakings of this great scope it 
is common to find a few shallow politicians 
who see the chance to make capital by 
appealing to prejudice or by misrepresent- 
ing facts. 

They can hardly pursue their campaigns 
of detraction or, self-aggrandizement if a 
every turn they are confronted by men 
who are capable of correcting misstate- 
ments and of informing the public mind 
and keeping it free of bias. 

A president more impetuous than Mr. 
Wilson or more given to the spectacular 
might easily transform constructive into de- 
structive legislation. 

There appears to be no danger of such a 
calamity in the present situation. 

Congress will proceed in a calm and 
methodical manner to the elimination of 
abuses that ought to be eliminated, without 
Stampeding business or giving returning 
prosperity one valid excuse for returning to 
its hiding place. We are in for a year of 
development and confidence, without backset 
and stripped of all evidences of political 
ghost-dancing.

GOETHALS, BENIGN CZAR. 


Unofficial reports from Washington are 
to the effect that Secretary Garrison will 
recommend to the president that Colonel 
George W. Goethals be made first governor 
of the canal zone, with the completion of 
the waterway, and that he be given plenary 
powers. The development is only in line 
with long-held official expectations, and is 
part of the government’s policy of making 
the operation of the canal and the govern- 
ment of the zone aS near a model of effi- 
ciency as is humanly possible. 

For some time there had been fear that 
the administration would curtail the powers 
of Goethals or make him subordinate to a 
commission. Sentiment for that method 
was strong in many quarters, and had gone 
so far even as to draw up a tentative slate. 
It js gratifying that the influences working 
for this plan have not prevailed, and that 
the man who built the canal and who has 
demonstrated so high a genius for executive 
functions is to be given a free hand during 
the first chapters of the canal’s operation. 

Goethals is the biggest human find in 
the history of the canal. Until he took 
charge the work was disjointed and ineffec- 
tual. Bickerings, lost motion and the spirit 
of discouragement hampered the great army 
of ditch-diggers. Into this field Goethals 
came and injected new life and technical 
and managerial ability brought to the high- 
est power. Skill as an engineer alone would 
not have sufficed to solve the many prob- 
lems on the isthmus. It needed the ability 
to reconcile warring racial and professional] 
elements, to instill into the humblest unit a 
pride in his work. Goethals exhibited all 
these traits, and others. He demonstrated 
& veritable passion for justice. Always he

A CIVIC PENTECOST. 
The Georgia Chamber of Commerce has 
coined the vivid but accurate phrase, “A 


Civic Pentecost,” to describe its midwinter 
state-wide rally to be held in Macon, Janu- 
ary 29-30. In the counties not as yet or- 
ganized, ordinaries and county officials are 
requested to name committees of seven, con- 
sisting of representative citizens, who shall 
serve as delégates to the convention. The 
weekly press of the state is also expected to 
co-operate in insuring a record-breaking 
attendance. 

The Biblical Pentecost will be remem- 
bered as the occasion when tongues of fire 
descended on men, and inspired them to 
fresh endeavors outvieing all their previous 
accomplishments. The time is psychological 
in Georgia for a Pentecost of civic energy 
applied to the problems and opportunities of 
Georgia and giving a mighty impulse to 
every line of activity in the state. 

Already the propaganda of the chamber 
of commerce is bearing substantial harvest. 
From southwest Georgia come reports to the 
effect that since the notable Georgia 
Products Day a movement looking to the in- 
creasing of food crops 20 per cent has taken 
on active proportions. The campaign against 
the boll weevil is proceeding vigorously. 
Georgians of conspicuous energy and ability, 
such as W. H. White, Jr., Emory Winship, 
H. G. Hastings, Barry Wright and others, 
are accepting the chairmanship of impor- 
tant committees and addressing themselves 
heartily to the work. 

The gathering at Macon next week 
should bring together representatives of 
every agency working for the advancement 
of Georgia, and the solution of the various 
problems that confront the state at large 
and its respective sections. It is the con- 
sensus that Georgia, with the tremendous 
handicap awarded her by her income from 
the cotton crop of last season, faces one of 
the most prosperous years in the state’s 
history. Preparation and co-operation are 
indispensable to capitalize that prosperity. 
The conference at Macon should go far to- 
ward preparing the way for these two re- 
quirements. 


MORE THAN $100 A MAN. 

Philander P. Claxton, federal commis- 
sioner of education, the other day told the 
house education committee that the educa- 
tion of the 5,000,000 adult illiterates in this 
country would add $500,000,000 to the esti- 
mable wealth of the United States. 

Dr. Claxton’s estimate errs on the side 
of conservatism. Educating the 5,000,000 
adult illiterates in this country should add 
every bit of a billion dollars, if not more, to 
the wealth of the nation. The sum of $100 
is too low, as an appraisal of the difference 
between literacy and illiteracy. If it be 
urged that that amount merely strikes an 
average the answer is that within the 
5,000,000 illiterates are sure to be many po- 
tential millionaires, other lesser captains of 
industry, not to mention students and in- 
ventors, the general sum of whose efforts 
would tremendously lift the average placed 
by the commissioner. 

Of course it is impossible to reach and 
transform this army of illiterates. It is not 
easy to induce adults to remedy such de- 
fects. We can force children to go to school, 
but the same process will not work with 
their parents. And the exigencies of mak- 
ing a living would also militate against co- 
ercive measures. 

But we can, and must, work to the end 
that the next generation shall witness a 
radical diminution in the volume of illiteracy. 
To think that a nation with the wealth and 
enterprise of ours harbors so large a num- 
ber of men and women who cannot read is 
appalling. It places us at a disadvantage in 
domestic, and even more decisively, foreign 
progress. ' 

It is here that the activities of the fed- 
eral and state governments should find 
their largest outlets and most urgent obliga- 
tions. If money now wasted in “pork bar- 
rels” for personal political revenue were 
diverted to education, and if states did their 
individual duty the disgrace of illiteracy 
would soon be lifted from this nation. 

Congress and the state legislatures can 
well give heed to the situation. We are 
doing much for commoh school education. 
But we are not doing enough. In the inter- 
ests of so-called “economy,” we are practic- 
ing what is really the worst form of extrav- 
agance—and that is plotting against future 
generations and their prosperity.

‘PROBLEMS OF THE FARM 
AND REMEDIES PROPOSED 


Editor Constitution: The farmer. needs 
the assistance of every business firm and 
corporation in our country. Unless we lend 
our assistance our land will be half culti- 
vated and we will grow poorer from year 
to year. 

In my travels through the east and west, 
often I am asked: “Why don't you south- 
ern people get more out of the soil? You 
say that the land will grow two or three 
crops a year—your climate cannot be ex- 
celled—what is the trouble?’ 

kt is a long story. The best information 
that I can give is my own experience, and 
what we need is more,interest displayed, 
more experienced help, such as white peo- 
ple to live and work on the farm. 

Another stumbling block that works a 
hardship on the farmer is the peonage law. 
No class of people are imposed upon in the 
south in the way of legislation equal to 
the southern planter or farmer. For ex- 
ample, two negro employees on my planta- 
tion, contracted for by my overseer, came 
to us half starved; without clothing, cook- 
ing utensils, furniture, etc. We advanced 
them money to pay their debts, bought them 
clothing, cooking utensils and furniture, 
housed them in a first-class house. They 
agreed and contracted to furnish wus their 
labor, to work on our plantation to pay their 
debt. At the end or near the end of the year 
they stole away. We served warrants on 
these negroes, tried them in our civil court 
and the case was dismissed. This is unjust. 
It does not take a mathematician to figure 
out that a small] farmer cannot exist with 
such treatment. It makes trifling labor and 
breaks the farmer. 

Why can our senators and congressmen 
not pass laws that will protect and assist 
what little capital the poor farmer has to se- 
cure his labor? If this trifling negro is 
forced by the planter or overseer, he can 
without one copper secure the service of 
some lawyer and the farmer will be tried 
in one of our higher courts, and either sent 
to penitentiary or have the little money that 
he may have taken from him. 

Another stumbling block I have reference 
to is the beef trust, which has caused 
our farmers to suffer greatly in the market- 
ing their cattle and hogs. A few years ago 
we offered for sale beef cattle. The price 
offered was so small] and the price paid by 
the consumer was so large that we at once 
started an investigation in a local market. 
We were informed that the local butchers 
in a city, say of 30,000 people, were rep- 
resenting some firm in this so-called com- 
bination or trust. We were advised that if 
they purchased our stock at any reasonable 
price they would discontinue the agency. In 
other words, we have not only been forced 
to purchase from the west, but we could 
not sell our meat in a retail way without 
taking out a retail license, 

The corn crop should be one of the great 
crops of aur section. You go to a city to 
sell corn that is far superior ‘to the corn 
skipped in from the west. Our corn is prop- 
erly cured, not pulled green and loaded in 
cars. We are offered from 10 to 20 cents 
per bushel under the price of western corn, 
and frequently we cannot sell at all. This 
is another of the many reasons that a farmer 
Move 
these obstacles from our doors and you will 
see great advancements and improvements 
that heretofore have been lacking. 

The White Provision company tn Atlanta 
is aiding and encouraging stock raising, and 
pays true value for cattle and hogs. It is 
a great relief ag far as it goes, but it 
does not extend far enough. What we want 
is more firms that will stimulate the farmer. 
A small stock raiser a hundred or two miles 
from Atlanta cannot enjoy s a liberal 
market, and therefore is selli his cattle 


/and hogs below value. 


Our only money crop is the cotton crop, 
and we are losing millions of dollars an- 
nually in the grading of this staple. For 
instance, if there should be one pound of 
cotton of the lower grade in a bale of cot- 
ton and the balance a top grade this farmer 
sells his cotton on the basis of the low 
grade. Representative Lever, of South Caro- 
lina, is pushing a bill through egngress to 
appropriate $50,000 to be used by the secre- 
tary of agriculture in determining the rela- 
tive spinning value of the different grades 
of cotton, as already standardized by law, 
and for demonstrating this work to pro- 
ducers and consumers of cotton. Under con- 
ditions as they are the cotton farmer is at 
the mercy of the local buyer, and as a rule 
he is forced to sell at their bidding.

HUBNER WRITES MORE 
ON ORIGIN OF “DIXIE” 


- 
Constitution: In answering your 
inquiry of January 16, as to the origin of 
“Dixie,” as applied to the south, I quoted 
information given in the dictlonaries and 
encyclopaedias. The information given is 
not very satisfactory, nor is that given by 
your correspondent, C. M. Killian, of the 
20th inst., in which he quotes Moody’s maga- 
zine for December, which states that the 
Citizens’ Bank of New Orleans, prior to the 
war between the states, issued $10 bills on 
the back of which the French word, “Dix,” 
was engraved; that these notes were called 
“Dixies” in Louisiana, eventually being 
broadened to serve as a name for all the 
southern states—‘“Dixie’s land.” This ver- 
sion seems to me to be quite as apocryphal 
as the one tracing the word to the Mason 
and Dixon boundary line survey in 1768. 

Another version is that when slavery 
was abolished in the state of New York a 
man named Dixy, who owned a great many 
slaves, Shipped the negroes south. These 
negroes regretted their exile, pining for 
their old homes on “Dixy” .land, and sang 
their plaint in negro doggerel verse. Years 
ago The Charleston Courier gave credit to 
this version in an editorial, and said the 
refrain was quite common in New York 
eighty years ago. Strange that in so short 
a time the mist of mythology should en- 
velope events of this sort. 

The minstrel, Dan Emmett, a few years 
before his death, said he wrote the words 
of “Dixie” in New York in 1859, while a 
member of a minstrel troupe, and that the 
tune was composed by the leader of the 
orchestra. The words are doggerel, but the 
tune became the unforgetable “Dixie” of our 
“boys who wore the gray;” yet Emmett gets 
all the credit as the author of “Dixie.” But 
even Emmett’s claim is doubtful. Twenty 
years ago a correspondent wrote to me that 
he, a year or two after the war, had in 
his possession a book called “One Thousand 
Ethiopian Melodies,” published by T. B. Pe- 
terson & Co., Philadelphia, in 1866, which 
contained “Dixie’s Land.” Did Emmett ap- 
propriate this, using the words? The “Dixie” 
origin question is beginning to assume. the 
hue of that other ancient and still unan- 
swered query: “Who struck Billy Pat- 
terson?”

Emmett, was the true composer of “Dixie.” 

Emmett was one of the first artists to 
use burnt cork, and while playing tn New 
York, on a Saturday, his manager requested 
him to write a new song for the night’s 
performance. The story goes that commenc- 
ing the task assigned to him he started with 
word “Dixie,” and the other words in 
the song followed. 

When he had completed the song he 
showed it to his wife, and requested her to 
name it. She replied it is already named by 
the word “Dixie.” He sang the song that 
night for’ the first time. 

Emmett died a few years since at the 
age of 85 at a home for old actors at some 
point in the west (I believe near Chicago).

TRIAL OF THOMAS BLOOD. 


who was 
to steal 


The attempt of Thomas Blood, 
generally called “Colonel” Blood, 
the crown jewels of England has led to a 
considerable amount of controversy in an ef- 
fort to show that King Charles II had some 
hand in the plot. Charles was “The Merry 
Monarch” and was frequently in. need of 
money, and in order to replenish his treas- 
ury it has been supposed by some that he 
fell in with the scheme advanced by “Col- 
onel” Blood to seize the jewels and divide 
with the king the proceeds of their sale 
abroad. 

The fact that Blood, though caught, was 
pardoned by Charles and rewarded for a 
crime that would have cost any common thief 
his head gives color to the theory of the 
king’s connivance in the attempt. But Blood 
was well suited to such an undertaking and 
his trial created no end of interest through- 
out the Kingdom. 

Blood was a soldier of fortune and had 
spent a rather adventurous life up to the 
time of the jewels episode. He was now 
forty-two years of age and he and his des- 
perate companions were badly in need of 
money. He proposed to these fellows the 
theft of the crown jewels and they readily 
accepted the proposal. 

Blood devised the scheme of putting him- 
self into the habit of a doctor of divinity. 
Thus clad, and with a woman he called his 
wife, he went to see the curiosities in the 
tower, and while they were viewing the re- 
galia the supposed Mrs. Blood was suddenly 
taken ill and Blood requested Mr. Edwards, 
the keeper of the regalia, to assist her with 
some refreshments. Edwards complied with 
her request and the pair took their leave 
with many expressions of gratitude. 

A few days after Blood returned and pre- 
sented Mrs. Edwards, the keeper's wife, with 
four pairs of white gloves in return for her 
kindnéss. This brought on an acquaintance 
and Blood was ready to carry out his scheme. 
Although the tower had many guards, Ed- 
wards was the only one in charge of the 
jewel room. Blood soon came again with 
some friends to whom he wished to show the 
jewels. Under his clergyman’s dress he car- 
ried arms. His acquaintances were also 
armed. They seized the old man when his 
back was turned; and, throwing a cloak over 
his head, they gagged and bound him. On 
his resisting they stabbed hin 

They then seized the crown, the jeweled 
orb representing the world, and the scepter. 
This was so long they were obliged to file 
it, to break it into two parts before conceal- 
ing it. The work took so long they were 
interrupted by the old man’s son, who was 
returning from a journey, and was accom- 
panied by a friend. 

The thieves dashed out of the tower; fired 
at a guard at the gate, and made their way 
to the street, where horses were waiting for 
them. Young Edwards and his friend gave 
chase, caught Blood, and after a fight, threw 
him down, the crown falling from under his 
gown and rolling in the ditch. 

Blood’s companions were also.,taken. A 
ruby from the scepter was found in the 
pocket of one. Little harm had been done 
except to the old keeper, who had been 
wounded beyond recovery. 

King Charles affected to consider the af- 
fair as a joke. He sent to the tower for 
Blood, who had been: locked up, and not only 
pardoned him, but rewarded him with money 
and gave him a pension equal to $2,500 a 
year. None of his accomplices were punished 
and Blood became one of the most assiduous 
courtiers at King Charles’ court to the great 
disgust of honest men. 

But later he was to have justice meted 
out to him. It seemed there were certain 
people who had fixed an imputation of a 
most scandalous nature upon the Duke of 
Buckingham. Whether this was conducted 
by Blood or whether a plot was set on foot 
to trap Blood has never been ascertained. 
His grace, it was generally supposed, who 
was a patron of the colonel, thought to clear 
himself by contributing to the latter’s ruin. 

The notion Blood induced the world to 
entertain of this affair, may be discovered 
from the case which he caused to be printed 
of it: but it fell out that the court of king’s 
bench viewed the affair in so different a 
light that he was convicted, upon criminal 
information, for the conspiracy, and commit- 
ted to the king’s bench prison: and while in 
custody there was was charged with an ac- 
tion of “scandalum magnatum” at the suit 
of the Duke of Buckingham, in which the 
damages were laid at ten thousand pounds. 
Notwithstanding this, Colonel Blood found 
ball, and was discharged from prison. 

His imprisonment and other troubles 
brought on an illness which resulted in his 
death on August 24, 1680. Such was the no- 
tion entertained by the English people of this 
man’s subtlety and restless spirit that they 
could neither be persuaded that he would 
be quiet in his grave, nor would they permit 
him to remain so, for they compelled the au- 
thorities to take up his body to make sure 
he was really dead, for many believed that 
it was another trick of the versatile fellow 
to throw the public off his track.

WANTS PRICE AND SIZE 
MARKED ON SHOES 


Editor Constitution: A generation ago 
it was the general custom for the prices of 
goods for sale in stores to be marked in 
characters not understood by the public. 
There naturally went with this method the 
practice of having different prices for dif- 
ferent customers. The demand of the great 
body of honest buyers who preferred to deal 
with honest merchants having but ane price 
for a given commodity led some houses to 
announce themselves as one-price stores, and 
in evidence of their sincerity they marked 
the prices in plain figures. 

Now, there are stores in which onlv 
one price is asked for a given pair of shoes, 
but the size of the shoes is not plainly 
marked in figures understood by the public 
and the same shoe is represented to one 
customer as Of One size and to another cus- 
tomer as of a different size. Many shoe 
clerks will frankly confess this, and allege 
as the reason that there are many cus- 
tomers, especially among women, who will 
not buy a shoe unless told that it is of a 
size or two smaller than that which would 
really fit. From misrepresentations for this 
reason it is but an easy step to misstating 
the size of a shoe because the desired and 
proper size is not in stock. Of course, this 
deception works a hardship in many cases. 
A man, for example, who Knows that his 
proper size is 8-D, asks for such a shoe, and 
is given an 8-C. The shoes feel a little 
tight, but he is assured that this is the size 
which he asked for, and has found comfortd- 
ble. He buys the shoes, thinking they will 
feel right in a few days, but they are never 
satisfactory. He cramps his feet or Sives 
away the shoes, and in either case is the 
loser. 

Of course, there are honest shoe dealers, 
but why are they not willing to indicate in 
plain figures the sizes and widths of the 
shoes? What would be thought of a store 
that claimed to be a one-price store and 
yet marked its prices according to a secret 
code? 

All shoe stores should have not only one 
price, but also one size, and both plainly 
marked.

PROBLEMS OF STATE: 


Gov. Slaton Speaks to Ad Men 
on “Doctrine of 
Publicity.” 


In his address before the Ad Men’s 
Club of Atlanta at the Ansley hotel 
Thursday afternoon Governor John M. 
Blaton stressed the urgent necessity of 
the people of Georgia being informed 
upon the financial problems of the state 
of Georgia. 

“Without the co-operation and sup- 
port of the people of the state,” he 
said, “it is impossible to solve these 
problems. And unless the people know 
the actual situation they cannot be 
— to lend their support.” 

he governor took as his subject, 
“The Doctrine of Publicity.” 

“The doctrine of publicity,” said the 
governor, “is found in the words from 
the Bible, ‘Let there be light.’ That, 
as I understand it, is the object of this 
organization—to spread light, to dis- 
seminate knowledge, to bring educa- 
tion. 

“The great cry today is ‘We are ig- 
norant. Forgive us: we know not what 
we do.” Your are the educators, whose 
work it is to relieve this situation, no 
matter if it be for commercial ends. 

“T wish that I had the power of this 
organization to make the people of the 
state of Georgia understand the prob- 
lems of this state. 

“What are these problems? 

“The state is in debt, and at the last 
two meetings of the general assembly 
the legislature has appropriated more 
money that the income of the state will 
meet. If the people understood these 
problems, the solving of them would be 
easy, for the people have patriotism 
enough to say, ‘Go ahead. We are will- 
, ng for what is necessary to be done.’ 

Lessening Taxes. 

“Let's see how this’ situation 
come about. 

“The legislature said, ‘Let us lessen 
the taxes.” Good. A 5-mill tax limit 
was established. Good. We put the 
convicts, who were paying the state 
$400,000 annually, on the public roads, 
with the tdea that the enhancement of 
the property as a result of their work 
would increase the gtate’s income. The 
prohibition law took $500,000 from the 
State’s treasury. The abolition of the 
dog tax lost the state money. 

“Understand me, I am not criticising 
these moves. I am merely explaining 
what has been done to bring about 
these conditions. 

“Thus it will be seen that we have 
greatly reduced the state's income and 
have placed a limit of 5 mills on tax- 
ation. On the other hand, we have 
increased appropriations. The result 
is the state has — in debt. 

“Before these things happened it was 
possible to place a check upon such a 
situation. When the legislature made 
appropriations, the governor and the 
comptroller general would get togeth- 
er and say, ‘It will take just so much 
more money than the state’s present 
income to meet these appropriations.’ 
Then, either there must be a cut in the 
appropriations, or the taxes must be 
increased. 

“No legislator-wanted to go back to 
his constituents and have them say, 
‘You increased our taxes.’ 

“Today when the legislature appro- 
priates more money than the state re- 
ceives, We are powerless. The tax limit 
is 5 mills and the legislator does not 
have to face his constituents with a 
raised tax rate imposed upon them. 

“The result is’ that the appropria- 
tions ‘have been made and the state 
can solve the problem as best it may. 

“Suppose some legislator gets up and 
offers to increase the common school 
fund $100,000. Another man may rise 
and point out that the state has not the 
money to meet this appropriation. Im- 
mediately there comes the howl that 
this man would take from the poor lit- 
tle children who are the wealth of the 
State the education to which they are 
entitled. If he votes against the in- 
crease this brand is upon him. If he 
votes for it, there is no increase in 
taxation to meet it and at the same 
time to check the passage of the ap- 
propriation. 

“The people do not understand this. 
They have no check upon the legisla- 
tor and the legislator is without moral 
support. 

“This is the situation with the state 
in debt. The honor of the state is at 
stake. What are you going to do 
about it? 

“From the 5 mill tax limit, $4,500,000 
is all the state gets. It takes $4,350.- 
000 of that amount for the common 
schools, the pensions and the istitutions 
at Milledgeville. To cut any one of 
these appropriations is out of the ques- 
tion. To raise the tax limit is equally 
as impossible. 

“The tax equalization law, passed by 
the last session of the general assem- 
bly, is designed to meet the situation. 
That law is now on trial. 

“Suppose a law should be passed in 
Georgia, saying that this man shall pay 
@ tax of 1 mill, this man a tax 2 mills, 
and this man a tax of 5 mills. The 
1° would rise in arms. Yet this 

as been exactly the operation of the 
old taxation system in Georgia. Each 
man has paid according to his own 
conscience. 


Will Increase Revenue. 


“IT believe the tax oquatiention law, 
if properly applied, will not only in- 
crease the revenues of the state suffi- 
ciently to pay the state out of debt 
and meet its general expenses, but will 
even reduce the tax rate. 

“Suppose the new law should reduce 
the tax rate to 3 mills. What is the re- 
sult? The old system of a check upon 
appropriations is re-established. The 
tax rate drops to 3 mills. Excess ap- 
propriations are made. The tax rate 
goes up to four mills. The legislators

The exectitive board of the Georgia 
Federation of Women’s Clubs held an 
important meeting yesterday in the 
drawing room of the Ansley hotel, 
there being an intermission of an hour 
for luncheon between the morning and 
afternoon sessions. The meeting was 
an executive session, only members of 
the executive board permitted to be 
present at these meetings, when the 
business matters of the federation 
which do not concern the public are 
discussed and decided upon. 

No News for Publication. 

“No, there is nothing which took 
Place at the meeting which can be 
published as news,” explained Mrs. Z. L 
Fitzpatrick, the president of the Geor- 
gia club women, who presided at yes- 
terday’s meeting. “An official report 
of the meeting will be made through 
the district presidents, and published 
by the club editor, when authorized. 

‘T can always give you news, how- 
ever, about the activities of the Geor- 
Sia federated club women,” continued 
Mrs. Fitzpatrick courteously, “because 
they represent a very inspiring theme 
to me. Generous as you g00d press 
people are with space, you haven't 
space enough to carry all the good 
work Georgia women are continually 
doing. 

“Think of it! We have over two hun- 
dred federated clubs in the state, these 
representing every line of woman’s or- 
ganized effort. Here in Atlanta you 
have eighty-two active organizations 
in your city federation, which is a part 
of the state federation. I note with 
interest your city federation is callirg 
a meeting for the purpose of planning 
a campaign against the Atlanta smoke 
nuisance. I pray the campaign will 
be a telling and active one, for health 
conditions are very dependent on a 
movement of this kind. I wish the 
federated clib women of the state 
could help their Atlanta sisters in this 
prospective campagmn. 

A Business Side. 

“What business side has your feder- 
ated movement?” was here asked Mrs. 
Fitzpatrick. She seemed to resent the 
question at first. 

“What business? Why just one item 
of business is the support of one of the 
most flourishing and model mountain 
schools in the south—that at Tallulah 
Falls, Ga. This school has been built 
and enlarged and equipped by the club 
women of Georgia. There are teachers, 
the best in the state, employed there; 
there is need to enlarge the school 
and its facilities all the time, and it 
takes go00d business management to 
keep that one school going.

UP LOCKER FEATURE 


First Club in State to Abandon 
Handling Intoxicants Fol- 
lowing Court Decision.

First of the locker clubs of Geor- 
gia to go out of business following the 
decision of the *ourt of appeals in 
Deal v. the State, from Valdosta, is 
the Elks’ lodge, of LaGrange. Th 
lodge will continue as a fraternal or- 
ganization, but will not undertake t« 
distribute liquor to the members. 

This was the decision reached by M 
U. Mooty, who was sent to Atlanta by 
the members of the club to secure 
copies of the decisions in the Owls 
club case, from Valdosta, and the Elks 
club, from Macon. After reading the 
decisions, Mr. Mooty said that it was 
quite certain that_the LaGrange Elks’ 
would abandon their locker feature, 
as they intended to comply with tne 
law, and they did not believe that the 
members would care to run a locker 
feature which was not in compliance 
with the law. 

Under the terms of the decisions, as 
Mr. Mooty understands them, it would 
be necessary for each member to sub- 
scribe in advance for the portion of 
whisky which he wanted, and it would 
be necessary that he get his share 
and only h share out of the com- 
mon stock. That being the case, it 
would be more convenient for such 
members of the club who desired to 
obtain liquors to secure it at their 
homes. 

Most Orderly Club. 


Mr. Mooty says that the LaGrange 
lodge of Elks was probably the most 
orderly conducted locker club in Geor- 
gia. They closed promptly at 11 
o'clock each night, would not issue 
cards to strangers, and, if a member 
should happen to come to the club in 
an intoxicated condition, the buffet 
was closed, so that he might not be 
served a drink. It was the aim of 
the members to comply with the law 
and they believed that they were do- 
ing so. Now that they may be sure 
that they are on the safe side, they 
are going to abandon the locker fea- 
ture of their club. 

The Elka’ club, of LaGrange, includes 
in its membership a large proportion 
of the most prominent citizens of La- 
Grange and of Troup county.

CHARLES HAMILTON 


DIES VERY SUDDENLY 


Well Known Aviator Suc- 
cumbs to Internal Hemor- 
rhage—-Flew Here. 


New York, Jamuary 22.—Charles K. 
Hamilton, who gained fame as an avia- 
tor by flying from New York to Phila- 
;delphia and return, died suddenly to- 
'day at his home in this-city. His wife 

Wwas aroused by Hamilton’s groaning 
and she hurriedly summoned a phyei- 
+Cinn. But the aviator was dead before 
the doctor reached the house. The cause 
$f death was internal hemorrhage. 
\Familton was 28 years old. 

Hamilton had been in poor health for 
'more than two years and recently suf- 
fered a nervous breakdown. His former 
home was New Britain, Conn. During 
his career as an aviator he had many 
accidents. His collar bone was broken 
twice; two ribs were fractured: his 
left arm was dislocated; his right knee- 
cap fractured, both legs dislocated and 
he suffered other minor hurts. 

He began first with flights on kites 
and dirigible balloons and then took up 
the aeroplane. 

New ritain, Conn., January 
Charles K. Hamilton, the aviator, a 
native of this city, who died suddenly 
in New York today, had his first taste 
of flying when, attached to the tail of 
a kite, he was drawn by a boat. over 
the North river, New York. This was 
on the occasion of a visit to that city 
of Prince Henry of Prussia in 1902. 
Four years later he made ascensions 
in a dirigible balloon at Coney Island 
and, in 1909, took, in the west, his 
first flight in an aeroplane. 

Subsequently he made flights tn va- 
rious quarters of the globe, toured 
China and japan and following a flight 
in the latter county was received by the 
mikado. He was associated with the 
International Aviators, composed of 
several aviators who came. to grief 
when their funds gave out in Mexico. 
Hamilton was thrown into prison in- 
communicado, but obtained’ his release 
by bribing ‘his jailer. 

At various times during his career 
j; Hamilton had nearly every bone in his 
body broken. Hamilton was married 
twice. His first wife, a Bridgeport 
woman, obtained a divorce. 

Hamilton made flights at the local 
speedway a couple of years ago.

ROLL OF THE REFUGEES 
CONTINUES TO GROW 


El Paso, Texas, January 22.—A sec- 
ond roll call of the Mexican soldiers 
and refugeés who fled to this country 


from Onijaga, Mexico, and who are 
now at Fort Bliss, today showed that 
several hundred more Mexicans are 
dependent on the United States for 
food and shelter than first counts in- 
dicated. 

The total came out as 4,987. Of 
these, 3,526 were Mexican soldiers, the 
ethers being women, children and male 
civilians. Forty more wounded sol- 
diers who were left at Presidio and 
Marfa are also to be brought here. 

Army officials estimated it will cost 
this government an average of 33 
éents to feed each of the self-invited 
guests, or a total of $1,675 a day, ex- 
clusive of cost for tenting, sanitary 
arrangements, guarding the camp and 
$25,000 for transportation. The food 
for the refugees consists of beans, 
beef, bread and coree. 

In ‘the issuance of rations they are 
placed on a par with the American sol- 


diers. No work other than cleaning 
their camps is to be assigned them. A 
Mexican military band which formerly 
played at the Plaza at Chihuahua 
forms part of the colony. 

General Salvador Mercado, who com- 
manded the Mexican federal amrmy 
which fled from Ojinaga, Mex., today 
was placed in command of the camp 
of soldiers and refugees at Fort Bliss. 
As a token of his continued loyalty to 
the government at Mexieo City, Gen- 
eral Mercado immediately christened 
the main street of the camp “Avenida 
General Huerta.’ Although himself a 
refugee, General Mercado was selected 
by the United States army officials as 
best fitted to have personal supervision 
over his men. 

Later pipes were laid, and all Mexi- 
cans were told that they must bathe 
regularly. Outdoor barbershops also 
were provided. : 

The Mexican consul at Bl Paso called 
at Fort Bliss to arrange to pay some 
of the back galaries of Mexican sol- 
diers. The American officers said they 
had not authority to negotiate’for the 

ayment of salaries to the federals., 
The money said to be available for the 
soldiers is $70,000, which was taken 
from a federal paymaster at Marfa, 
‘Texas, who attempted to drive through 
to Ojinaga when told by the American 
border patrol to halt.

same way the zone system device 
solved the parcel post problem. 
Te Bring Out Hidden Money. 

Representative Howard said no busi- 
ness corporation would permit the 
present system to continue with its 
limitations, restrictions and expense. 

Any scheme which may be incor-

system which will bring into the chan- 
nels of trade any part of the $1,400,- 
000,090 now in hiding is to be encour- 
aged, said Mr. Howard. 

After three years’ trial of the 
Present system only $35,000,000 is 
now on deposit with the government, 
but Mr. Howard believes the fault is 
with the system. If the facilities are 
extended he thinks the people of the 
United States will patronize it more 
generally. 

The chief advantage of the proposed 
new system its its simplicity. The 
postmaster punches a certificate for 
the amount of the deposit up to $100, 
signs his name and the work is done. 
The depositor takes the punched cer- 
tificate book, finds his coupons with 
.the amount of interest already com- 
‘puted by the one process of punching 
the face of the certificate. He can pre- 
sent all of these certificates at any 
time and get his money back without 
interest, or present the eoupons on the 
date punched and collect his intorest. 

This ingenious device, which has 
been instantly approved by those who 
have seen it, has been patented by 
Charles Hall Davis, a leading business 
man of Lynchburg, Va. He will do- 
nate the idea to the government. 


Howard Explains Measure. 


Representative Howard,in explaining 
his measure to put the scheme into 
operation, said: 

“My bill proposes the use of postal 
savings bonds made payable to bearer, 
or to a particular individual at the op- 
tion of the depositor. The interest 
coupons are attached to the bonds. In- 
stead of using a system of bookkeep- 
ing against the individual, the whole 
system is predicated upon keeping 
books against the bonds. 

“Under my Ryater aman who de- 
osits $100 in Washington can go to 

n Francisco and eollect either his 
principal or interest at any bank or 
grocery store or cigar stand 

‘T doubt if one per cent of American 
citizens have ever seen, much less 
owned, a government bond. I propose 
to break these postal bonds u into 
small amounts. A man with $1 can 
buy a $1 bond and the man with $500 
can buy a bond of that amount. This 
will stimulate the citizen to take a new 
interest in his country.” 


The Pian Indorsed. , 


Carter B. Keene, director of the pos- 
tal savings bank bureau of the post- 
office department, is an enthusiastic 
convert to the new scheme. With 
Representative Howard they are to call 
on Postmaster General Burleson to- 
morrow and go over its details. All in- 
dications point to its adoption at an 
early date. Members of the postoffice 
and post roads committees of the sen- 
ate and house readily gave their en- 
thusiastiec indorsement to the new 
scheme.

Foote & Davies Sued for 
$5,000 by Former 
Salesman. 


In a damage suit for $5,000 against 
the Foote & Davies Company, filed

ANTLALIEN OUTBREAKS

He Wants Federal Courts to 
Have Jurisdiction— Southern 
and West Courts Knocked.
